An Interesting Seance with 
Him. 


Having long been a bellever to the 
beautiful philosophy of Splettuatiom, 1 
had an 1 desire to Investigate the 
phenomena, of which 1 had heard and 
read much, but had never witnereed 
any mantfestations, In acoordance with 
thle desire, and accompanied by m 
von, Lleft home on Friday, Oct, 80, an 
ropalred to the house of Stephen Rock- 
woll, in Trowbridge township, where 
we stayed over night, and pec ier eo lo 
wovious arrangements, accompanied by 
Mr. Ttockwell und bis genial wife, we 
drove to Marcellus, Mich,, to visit the 
renowned materlilizing medium, James 
Ithiey, he having promised us a seance 
on the evening of the get. The manl- 
fostations there witnessed proved so 
satisfactory that we een the 
might be of interest to others, anc 
therefore eateom It not only a 1 
but a duty to submit the facta to the 
publio through the columns of your 
975 

There were present only our party of 
four and n young gentleman by the 
name of Thompson, a resident of the 
nulghborhood, besides Mr. Riley's 
family. Before entering the cabinet 
(which was merely a common-sized bed- 
room with dark curtalos at the on- 
trance) Mr, Riley invited us to make a 
thorough examination of that and the 
closet opening into it, After taking 
some time to satisfy ourselves that there 
wore no trap-doors or any other possible 
chance for fraud, we wero seated in the 
adjolning room and the medium took 
his seat just Inside the bedroom door 
and his hands were filled with flour. 
A number of slates were placed upon 
in the room, the curtains 
dropped, and we awaited e 
Almost as soon a4 the curtain dropped 
we heard a sound, as if some one were 
writing on the slate, und the next In- 
stant a hand and arm was thrust out 
between the curtains, holding a slate 
containing a message for Mr, Kockwell, 
from his father. As he recelyed the 
slate the hand grasped his own, gave 
itacordial shake und then withdrew. 
In a very few moments the curtain waa 
parted and a muterlalized form ap- 
peared, a gentleman in no way ra- 
sembling the madium, and being much 
tuller and larger. He bowed and re- 
tired. Immediately there appeared a 
smaller gentleman with gray hair and 
beard whom Mra. Rockwell recognized 
us her father, and ata signal from him 
she stepped up and shook hands with 
him. Noxt camo u little old lady with 
a white cap on. She was at once recog- 
nized by Mr, Rockwell us his grand:
